SCHOOL 83 COMMITTEE FA- 
VORS OPEN LISTS. 


Members Who investigute the Advisa- 
bility of the Dody Publishing 
Own Texta Recommends a System 
That Will Reduce Prices and Give 
Better Works—Change Will Result 
in Competition—Elective Course for 
— High Is Adopted. 


An attempt to lessen the influence of book 
publishing firms on the Board of Education 
Was begun last night in the report of the 
special Text Book committee appointed to 
consider the advisability of the board pub- 
lishing its own texts. The committee re- 
ported unfavorably on publishing texts, but 
it recommended that the element of com- 
petition be permitted in the purchase of 
books. It advocated that “open lists” of 
text books be adopted and that principals 
be permitted the choice of books they con- 
sidered best. The departure would be from 
the practice that adopted one text and per- 
mitted the purchase of no other. 

There was a recommendation which aimed 
to take away the profits of the book han- 
Adler and give it to the citizens. The differ- 
ence between the cost of production of text 
books and the price charged to pupils was 
placed from 16 to 80 per cent. It was urged 
as the best way for the board to give the 
public the benefit of at least a part of this 
margin that the board undertake the pur- 
chase of texts and supply them at purchase 
price with the cost of distribution added, 


Items ot Recommendations. 

The items of the recommendations were: 

“That the number of texts used in the 
schools be reduced, suggesting three texts 
on mathematics in place of five; one geogra- 
phy in place of two, one book on physiology 
in place of thrée, two song books in the ele- 
mentary schools and one in the high 
schools; that it should be optional with the

“That the board should publish supple- 
mentary pamphlets and leafiets in music, 
oral teachings of physiology, science labora- 
tory manuals for the night schools, and such 
other leaflets as the principals may desire 
to compile under rules to be formulated by 
the superintendents.

The reduction in the number of texts is 
expected to be made possible by the publica- 
tion of pamphiet texts, elther by the board 
or by contract as outlined. The report was 
referred for publication. 


Elective Course in High School. 

Elective courses for the high schools as 
proposed by Superintendent Nightingale 
were adopted. Two amendments to the re- 
port as submitted were made necessary by 
protests from board members against their 
adoption. A provision which would give 
pupils credits towasds graduation for valu- 
able research work done outside of school 
was aménded to read “ work in connection 
with the high school courses, barring man- 
ual labor and domestic work.” Qualifica- 
tion in English for the Normal School was 
made to insist upon technical grammar as 
a requirement in addition to literature. 
Trustee Sexton, in insisting upon the addi- 
tion of the qualification in technical gram- 
mar, said: 

** Business-men fm Chicago are to 
take the graduates of our high schools into 
their stores and offices. They complain that 
the graduates are unable to command 
enough good English to write a business 
letter. The only way they can learn is in 
strict technical training in grammar.” 


Nightingale Talks of Action. 

The amendment was voted after protests 
by Dr. Stolz and a statement by Superin- 
tendent Nightingale that the original form 
carried the same idea. Dr. Nightingale de- 
clared the adoption of the elective course 
to be the greatest step in advance ever taken 
by the high schools. For him it was the end 
of a long insistence upon the new methods. 
The only prescribed studiés in the high 
schools will be two years of English, one year 
of mathematics, one ear of history, one year 
of science, and two years of a foreign lan- 
guage or two additional years in English. 
Election will be by the pupil, in consulta- 
tion with the parents and principal. 

A resolution was introduced by Trustee 
Sherwood that teachers absent from their 
schools on account of illness should be paid 
their salaries, less the amount of the substi- 
tutes’ pay.

Clever Ruse of Pretended Absence Re-

Butte, Mont., May 16.—[{Special.]—The plot 
of the play, “ Why Smith Left Home.”

Details of Mafeking Fight. 5 
LOURENZO MARQUEZ (Tuesday) 
There was severe fighting at Mafeking on - 
Friday and Saturday, when a strong force of 
foreigners, under Commandant Vondelwita, 
attacked and carried by storm the native 
township, driving the defending force back 
to the police barracks and burning their 
huts. There was a heavy musketry fre on 
both sides throughout the day, the assail- 
ants finding the rocks of the township ideal 
cover. According to telegrams from Fre 
toria on Saturday night, the fighting was 
still going on. Today tt is reported that the 
British lost fifty men in killed, while the cus- 
tomary two or three only is announced to 
have been killed on the Boer side. Informa- 
tion, however, is received in Portuguese 
circles to the effect that the Boers suffered 
a crushing defeat and the relieving force 
succeeded in cutting off the storming col- 
umn. While I am unable to vouch for the 
accuracy of the latter statement, it is evi- 
dent, from the tardiness shown by the Boers 
in disclosing the final result, that their 
movement failed to accomplish its object. 
Persons acquainted with Baden-Powell's . 
scheme of the defense of the town assure me 
that the occupation of the Kaffir stadt will 
not endanger the garrison, unless relief is 
unduly postpgned. 
Burghers Weary of War. 7 
Talk of the formation of the so-called 
Amazon corps at Johannesburg ahd Pre- 
toria is regarded here as the last expedient 
for rousing the tardy burghers to a sense 
ot their duty. In the Free State 
and some of the Transvaal districts te 
authorities have to use force to compel the 
burghers to go to the front. Desertions are 
so numerous that severe penalties are pre- 
scribed for burghers found jumping from 
the commando trains. 
I learn from an impartial source of a heat~ 
ed discussion in a secret session of the Raatl 
over the expediency of destroying the mines 
and princtpal buildings of Johannesburg on 
the approach of the British. The result of 
the discussion is unknown, but foreign min- 
ing representatives are greatly alarmed and 
have addressed strong representations to 
their Consuls.

PAIL TO END CAR STRIKE. 


EXECUTIVE BOARD REFUSES com- 


mittee and Company’s Representa- 
tives Not Ratified by Men — Traffic 
Resumed on Many Lines—Imported 
and Non-Union Men Being Engaged 
—Suburban Line Trouble Settled and 
Is Being Overworked, 


St. Louis, Mo., May 17.—[Special.}—Pro- 
posals made by the St. Louis Transit com- 
pany to the strikers were rejected at mid- 
night by the Executive board of the latter 
and this rejection was subsequently in- 
dorsed by the officers of 95 per cent of the 
trades unions in St. Louis. 

The proposals were submitted in the form 
of a joint agreement by the Transit com- 
pany's officers to the strikers’ grievance 
committee after an eight-hours’ conference 
at the Planters’ Hotel. 


The board instructed the Griev- 
ance committee to renew negotiations with 
the Transit company and at the same timé 
announced that a mass-meeting of the strik- 
ers. will be held tonight (Thursday) at some 
place to be designated during the day. 

The proposals which were rejected by the 
sirekers contemplated the concession of only 
a few minor demands. They included the 
provision that all the employés of the com- 
pany would be permitted to jein any union 
a chose. But it was stipulated that all 

men now out would apply for reinstate- 
ment in their old positions, attaching to 
their applications affidavits that they had 
in no manner aided, abetted, or sympathized 
with the demonstrations against the pres- 
ent non-union employés of the company.

REPUBLICANS AGAINST.“ TRUSTS.” 

The anti-trast constitutional amendment 
and bill which have been reported to the 
House of Representatives, by the Repub- 
lican majority of the Committee of Judi- 
ciary must be taken as a declaration of the 
position of the Republicen party towards 
monopolistic combines rather than as meas- 
ures which are to become law in the near 
future. The Democratic members of the 
committee yoted against reporting the con- 
stitutional amendment. If other Demo- 
crats assume the same attitude the resolu- 
tion will not get the necessary two-thirds 
vote. Those Democrats have not said yet . 
what they think of the bill drafted by their 
Republican colleagues to restrain the evils 
of trusts. Elven should they favor it its 
passage at this session, which is near its 
close, or at the next, which will be so brief, 
is more than doubtful. It will be debated 
at great length by the constitutional lawyers 
in the House and Senate before it becomes 
a law. 

The committee’s bill which adds several 
sections to the Sherman anti-trust law, 80 
as to reach mantifacturing “ trusts,” dif- 
fers in only a few respects from the measure 
drafted by the subcommittee which was 
published a few weeks ago. The latter pro- 
vided for the branding of trust goods, 
That requirement has been dropped. A 
proviso has been added that articles of 


commerce made by “trusts” shall be-ex- 


empt from seizure when shipped from one 
State to another if carried “for the use 
of the consignor or consignee.” This is a 
recognition of the right of the purchaser 
of “trust” goods to ship them wherever 
he pleases, while if the trust were to 
ship those goods before parting with the 
ownerghip they would be subject to seizure, 
A “trust” can under the bill be enjoined 
from carrying on any interstate or foreign 
commerce and be denied the use of the 
The constitutional amendment which has : 
been proposed gives Congress power “to 
define, regulate, control, prohibit, or dis- 


} solve trusts, monopolies, or combinations 


whether existing in the form of a combina- 
tion of otherwise.” Whether this amend- 
ment would be ratified were it to get the 
necessary two-thirds vote in Congress is 
doubtful. It certainly could not be withont 
the votes of Demccratic States in the South 


past to approve of measures which increase 
the powers of the national government. 
This measure proposes to do that to a 


marked degree by giving Congress unlimit- 


ed power over the industries of the country. 

The report of the Judiciary committee 
deserves consideration from a_ political 
rather than a legislative point of view. If 
the Repub#ican National convention in- 
serts in its platform an anti-trust plank 
which indorses the recommendations of 
that committee it will be impossible for 
the Democrats when they hold their con- 
yention two weeks later to adopt a more 
radical program regarding combines. If 
they are willing to go so far as to amend 
the constitution to give Congress more 
power their plank will be a mere echo 
of that of the Republicans. If they are 
not, then their plank will be the weaker 
one. 

With both parties denouncing “ trusts ” 
in their platforms and on the stump with 
about the same degree of energy it will 
be impossible to make an effective political 
issue out of offensive organizations. 
Ie there is to be any advantage it will 
be on the side of the Republicans, for their 
representatives in Congress have proposed 
radical, far-reaching legislation, while the 
Democrats have merely introduced some 
‘petty, inconsequential bills. 


‘QHICAGO FOR LONDON.

CORBETT’S AMBITION. 

Mr. James J. Corbett is in a mood to solace 
himself for his recent defeat by Mr. Fitz- 
simmons and Mr. Jeffries by running for 
Congress in a New York City district, and 
the Tenderloin has started a boom for him. 
Most pugilists, after they have been satis- 


factorily disposed of in the ring, open a 


whisky shop, as no other business offers 
such advantages in the way of becoming 
one’s own best customer. Mr. Corbett, 
however, is disposed to emulate the exam- 
ple of the late Mr. Morrissey, though the 
cases are hardly parallel. When Mr. Mor- 
rissey was elected to Congress he was 
flushed with victory over Heenan, and no 
one appeared who was willing to contest 
the championship with him.

HELENE HOTEL FIRE. 

Fire in a crowded hotel late in the night 
can scarcely fail to be terribly disastrous, 
but the fire that destroyed the Helene 
Hotel in Fifty-third street at 3 o’clock yes- 
terday morning would not have been so 
destructive of life and limb if the build- 
ing had been properly provided against 
danger of this kind. It was only a three- 
story structure, but that is no reason why 
it should not have been built with more 
than one available exit and properly fur- 
nished with fire escapes. No hotel with 
a hundred rooms can be called safe when 
it has no better provision against fire than 
this structure possessed. Two persons 
burned to death and more than a dozen 
injured, several fatally; form too large a 
list of casualties even for a night fire, If 
rescues 
achieved by the ‘police, the firemen, and 
the brave porter of the building the de- 
struction of life would have been still more 
appalling. 

The fault lay in the lack of adequate 
means of escape. were there no 
fire escapes on the front of the building? 
There were two fire escapes on the rear, 
but they ended so far from the ground as 
to be practically useless. When the fire 
eut off access to these and to the single 
entrance in the front there was absolutely 
no means of escape for the occupants of 
a hundred rooms except jumping from the 
windows or the roof. It is an error to 
suppose that a three-story building is not 
high enough to require abundant means of 
escape from fire, especially when it is used 
as a hotel and may at any time contain 
200 people. It should be impossible for 
the blocking of the main entrance to cut off 
all way of escape. 

One result of the Helene Hotel fire should 
be the 4 vakening of the Building Inspec- 
tor’s department to the need for more rigid 
requirements in such structures. Bvery 
building intended for hotel purposes should 
have several exits and these should be re- | 


‘quired to be kept in such condition that 


they can always be used in case of sudden 
emergency. The need for fire escapes at 
both front and rear is so evident that it 
should not have to be pointed out. Un- 
doubtedly there are more firetraps of this 
kind in the same part of the city, and it 
will be well for the inspectors to attend 
to them before there are any more tragedies 
like that of yesterday morning. 


OLARK’S SMART TRICK. * 

The United States Senate is a dignified 
body. It does not like to be made fun of 
and to become the ridiculous victim of false 
pretenses. The Senators who congratulated 
Senator Clark of Montana day before yes- 
terday, when they believed he had resolved 
to get out and thus relieve them from the 
unpleasant duty of putting him out, natural- 
ly are furious. They have been bunkoed 


out of much sympathy. Not one of them | 


will speak of Clark as a “ good fellow ” or. 
strain a point to seat him. 

The trick which has been played on the 
Senate is & smart one, but it is not likely to 
succeed. The Governor of Montana is not 
a friend of Clark. The Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor is. The former was beguiled out of 
the State and the latter became Acting Gov- 
ernor. The coast being clear Clark sent in 
his resignation and thereupon the Acting 
Governor appointed him Senator to fill the 
vacancy. So Clark has a new title and 
claims a seat by virtue of appointment in- 
stead of election. He has changed his base 
adroitly before the Senate has had an oppor- 
tunity to act on the resolution declaring the 
seat vacant, a resolution which would have 
been adopted, as Senator Clark well knew. 

He has strengthened his position a little, 
though he has acquired much ill will, The 
Senate may go ahead and adopt the resolu- 
tion declaring his seat vacant—declaring in 
effect that the Legislature failed to elect. 
Then, according to the decision recently 
made in the Quay case, which was a reitera- 
tion of earlier decisions, the Governor can- 
not appoint. There is, however, a large 


minority in the Senate which holds the Gov- 


ernor can appoint when the Legislature has 
failed to elect. On the other hand, that 
minority does not approve of Senator 
Clark’s sharp practice and will be in no 
haste to vote in his favor. The longer he 
has to cool his heels in the lobby the better 
will it suit all the Senators. 

As for the public, it views Senator Clark’s 
eonduct with disapproval. If he had re- 
signed for good and all, as it was supposed 
at first he had done, it would have been said 
that he had behaved well at last. Now that 
it appears he is seeking to retain by trickery 
and quasi frand a sent he got by bribery the 
general voice of condemnation will be heard 
more loudly than ever before.
